EFFORTS FOR PEACE FAIL. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 8.—[Special.]—The em- 
ployés of the St. Louis Transit company to- 
day made good their threat to tie up street 
railway traffic of the city. In doing so they 
not only paralyzed the business of the com- 
pany, which operates al! the electric and 
cable roads in the city, with the exception of 
those owned by the St. Louis and Suburbag 
railway company, on which a strike has been 


’ 4m progress for ten days past, but brought 


matters to a standstill in half a dozen ether 
lines of business as well. 

The strike included 
motormen, wipers, cleaners, shopmen, barn- 
men, and common laborers. It was the most 
complete tieup ever seen in St. Louis. 

Riotous proceedings began almost imme- 


diately. When the company tried to take | 


out cars from the various barns of the sys- 
tem the non-union men who had under- 
taken the task were immediately surrounded 
and urged not to make the attempt. If 
they persisted the cars were surrounded by 
_ & howling mob, and, as if by magic, shoe

| PLACE THREE $80,000 ROBBERS 


Detectives Say Perpetrators of a Recent 
Spectacular Paris Theft Are 


Two Chicago detectives believe they have 
located the men who perpetrated an $80,000 
robbery which, they say, took place in Paris 
six weeks ago, They say the crime un- 
doubtedly was committed by well known 
Chicago thieves. 

According to the report received by the 
local detectives, two thieves, late in March, 
committed a robbery in Paris so daring as 
to be almost humorous, taking gold coin 
amounting in value to $80,000, and weighing 
approximately 250 pounds, from the seat of 
acab. They left no clew by which the Paris 
detectives could trace them. 

Besides asserting that they know the 
names of three crooks who were implicated 
in the theft, the detectives state that a 
Chicago: woman now residing in Paris was 
an important figure in the plot. Her name 
is withheld. 

The three crooks, the detectives say, left 
Chicago last summer and spent the fall and 
winter at Monte Carlo and Paris. Through 
the woman in the case they obtained an en- 
tree to many homes of Parisians. 

Late in March Paris was startled by the 
account of a theft of a bag of gold contain- 
ing $80,000, belonging to the Bank of France. 
Two men had approached a cabdriver stand- 
ing beside his horse at the curb. The men 
gesticulated wildly to the cabby to look at 
some feigned occurrence in a remote spot. 
The driver turned in the direction indicated 
and the thieves snatched from the caba bag 
of gold which had been left by a bank clerk. 
They succeeded in eluding all pursuit and 
with their booty got safely away. 

Three weeks ago, the detectives say, the 
three crooks arrived in Chicago. Money was 
immediately seen to be the main possession 
of the trio. A mortgage on some Sotth Side 
property owned by the aged mother of one 
was paid off. Another began buying large 
quantities of wine. Central Station detec- 
tives investigated, and now say their evi- 
dence of the men’s guilt in the P&ris rob- 
bery is conclusive. The French police have 
made no request for thé arrest of the crooks.

A locomotive of the ordinary style was 
used. The train was composed of six cars, 
all of which and the tender were covered 
completely with wood and steel screens 
extending in one piece from the roof to 
within a few inches of the ground. The 
steps and platform were inclosed, strong 
lattice being closely woven over the aper- 
ture, while the rear end of the train tapered 
down to a thin wedge. As it sped over the 
rails at a speed of over a mile a minkte it 
looked like a huge cigar. The greatest 
speed attained was eighteen miles in six- 
teen minutes. 

Frederick U. Adams of Chicago, a former 
newspaper man, is the inventor. Accom- 
panying him on the trial trip were a num- 
ber of prominent Baltimore and Ohio offi- 
clals. All were pleased with the test, which 
showed that the speed of passenger trains 
can largely be increased by the use ng Ad- 
ams’ invention. 

On the steepest grades the speed ‘ati 
tained was nearly double that of ordinary 
trains drawn by the fastest locomotives. 
Mr. Adams declares his system will enabie 
trains easily to make a speed of a hundred 


miles an hour.

INDANCERFROMVESUVIUS 


VOLCANO AGAIN BECOMES ALARM- 
INGLY ACTIVE. 


Towns of Torre del Greco, Portici, and 
Resina in Peril—Inhabitants Fear- 
ful of Remaining Indoars — Guide 
Stat#®n at Pompeii Destroyed—Vol- 
umes of Lava Being Cast Out by the 
Crater—Rumbling and Roar of the 
Eruption Heard for Miles. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE BY 
OSCAR DURANTE.) 

ROME, May 8.—Mount Vesuvius is again 
in eruption, and the disturbance is assum- 
ing alarming proportions. The main-crater 
throws out volleys of burning stones, which 
are rolling down the sides of the mountain 
and endangering the surrounding towns. 
The rumbling can be heard for miles away. 

The panic-stricken inhabitants of Torre 
del Greco, Portici, and Resina have aban- 
doned their houses and sleep in the streets, 
and frightened women kneel about in the 
open and pray for the eruption to stop. 

The lava has destroyed the guide station 
at Pompeii and the depot of thé tourist cable 


Vesuvius, which by its various eruptions 
has cost the lives of over 210,000 people, 
owes its origin to an upheavdl in the earth's 
crust which hurled it up from submarine 
depths. Throughout its history fit has been 
the seat of turbulence and a‘constant ter- 
ror to the changing races that have inhabit- 
ed its vicinity, 

The first great recorded eruption of the vol- 
canic mountain that stands as the most 
striking object, visible from the Bay of 
Naples, was that of the year 79 A. D., when 
the cities of Pompeii and’ Herculaneum 
were overwhelmed in a night and over 200,- 
000 lives destroyed, including that of the 
elder Pliny. Since that time the volcano 
has been intermittently active, with no less 
than forty-six violent eruptions, and lava 
from its crater has overflowed and rendered 
valueless thousands of acres, of vineyards 
and cultivated lands. 


Torre del Greco Thrice Wipea Out.’ 
Three times the City of Torre del Greco 
has been wiped out by the eruptions of the 
volcano, the first time with a loss of over 


, 4,000 lives. This was on Dec. 17, 1631. 


In June, 1794, the top of the mountain fell, 
forming a crater two miles in circumference, 
and again Torre del Greco was burned, 
though its people were warned in time and 
escaped. The third and last destruction of 
this city was that of December, 1861. 

There was almost constant eruption of the 
volcano from Nov. 12, 1867, till the end of 
1868, and in May, 1872, sixty lives were lost 
during a violent eruption that lasted several 
days. 

A, new crater was formed by bne crumbling 
of the top of the mountain on June 8, 1801, 
and the next month a Brazilian tourist who 
was inspecting the new crater fell in and 
perished. 

A memorable eruption of the volcano was 
that of 1822, wher? the vapors from the crater 
rose to a height of 10,000 feet and emitted 
flashes of lightning and rained showers of hot 
wates, flooding the Villages of San 
bastiano and Massa. i 


Pompeii’s Part in History. 
Pompeii, the greatest city destroyed by 


] Vesuvius, was founded In 600 B. C. by the 


Oscans, and was the seaport at the mouth 
of the River Sarnus. Later it was occupied 
by thé Tyrrheno-Pelasgians, and these were 
succeeded by the Samnites, who, in turn, 
were dispossessed by the Romans in the year 
80 B. C. It was then frequented by the aris- 
tocracy of Rome, who erected triumphal 
arches in the city to Caligula and Nero. It 
became the seat of costly temples erected 
to the gods of the Romans, and its life was 
typical of the degenerate social conditions 
in the capital of the empire til, with earth- 
quake shocks, the people were awakened at 
night to confront a doom vee 1 which there 
was no escape.

Dismay for Tanner Crowd. 


The victory of Mr. Dawes for temporary © 
chairmap, with the selection of the conven- 
tion committees and the State Central com- 
mittee, was as far as the convention went 
today... But this was far enough to discour- 
age Tannerites and to raise the anti-ma- . 
chine men to a point of exultation. 

The convention adjourned until 4 p. he, | 

after the selection of Mr. Dawes, then tool: 
a recess until 8 tonight, and then adjourned 
until 10 tomfi@rrow morning, the reason be- 
tng the large amount of detail work.befors 
the Credetitials committee, which, however, 
at a laté tofiight.announced its de- 
cision. 

By this decision Sangamon !s wrested from 
Tanner’s control, ae is Edgar, from which the 
Hitch delegation is seated.

Forced to Grant Roll Call. 

Early today the Tanner-Hanecy manag- 
ers, who controlled the State committee, 
had announced that they would grant a 
roll call on the proposed motion to substi- 
tute the name of Controller Dawes for that 
of Mr. Brown for the positiom ‘They had 
not reached that conciliatory sptrit willing- 
ly, but because they feared the effect of a 
refusal. Moreover, they had made the claim 
of possessing a majority of the convention 
so often that their followers had reached 
the point of believing the statement, and 
even the leaders thought that on a roll-call 
they might be able to make their boasts 
good. 

They could not consistently refuse the 
roll cal] and at the same time keep up their 
cry of from 850 to 900 delegates. So they 
took what proved to be the fatal risk, and 
went out to make battle. The roll call 
which overthrew them was carried on amid 
a scene of excitement rarely witnessed on 
any convention floor. 


Showing of Hands. 

The result of the contest meant a great 
deal more than the mere naming of a tem- 
porary chairman. It meant a showing of 
hands, a demonstration of the truth or 
falsity of the claims the Tanner-Hanecy 
crowd had been making of its strength, not 
only in Cook but in the other counties of 
the State. 

It meant that if the Tanner machirie was 
beaten it could not hope to organize the 
convention, and, further, would be sure to 
lose votes on every successive ballot. The 
average machine politicfan is not fond of 
sticking to a losing cause. 

On the other hand, it was clear that if the 
unexpected should happen and the Tanner 
people win the first contest of the conven- 
tion, then the day would be theirs.

‘CZECHS RAISE A STORM. 


LANGUAGE BILL IN REICHSRATH 
BREAKS UP SESSION. 


Government Measure Not Even Per- 
mitted to Be Read ty Ministerial 
President—Prospects Are for Final 
Dissolution of Parliament—Galler- 
ies Cleared by Forece—Opposition 
and Obstruction Tactics Already 
Planned. i |

VIENNA, May 8—The Austrian Parlia- 
ment reopened today with a violent 
storm. Minister President Koerber, in an 
able speech, introduced the long awaited 
bill regulating the language question in Bo- 
hemia and Moravia, which ‘the government 
had formulated and regarding which many 
had maintained that if the government 
would lay fhe measure before the House for 
consideration all the existing difficulties 
would soon be discussed away. + 


Refuse to,Hear Bill Read. 

Although the bill today seems to an im- 
partial student of the question to be remark- 
ably fair in ‘its nice adjustment of the rights 
of both nationalities, President Koerber was 
not permitted even to read it through with- 
out vigorous protests and interruptions from 
the Czechs and the Germans. The leaders 
of the Czech side declare the acceptance 
of the bill is impossible and have proclaimed 
war to the knife. ; 


Plan of Obstruction Tactics. 

The Czechs began the obstruction at once, 
and it is announced they*have over 2,000 
petitions which will be introduced for the 
purpose of compelling a rojl call and ballot 
upon each one of them, this preventing all 
regular parliamentary ork. President 
Koerber declared in his speech that the ex- 
istence of Parliament as a’state institution 
was at stake, and ry he, as the head 
of the Cabinet, desired the avoidance of any 
measures that spoke of absplutism, the gov- 
ernment could not see the state being ruined, 
and must protect itself. ’ 


Predict End of Reichsrath. 
Tonight the belief is generally expressed 
by beth Germans and @ztchs that the 
Reichsrath will be permanently dissolved 
as soon as the meeting of the delegates, 
which begins next week in Buda-Pesth, is 
ended. 

Today soon after the hs began their

BERLIN, May 8.—A number of large forest 
fires have been promoted by drought and 
heat and have destroyed property to the 
value of 1,909,000 marks near Aix-la-Chap- 
elle. Two battalions of troops were required 
to quench a fire near Goestemunde,. At 
Munster and at Oldenburg also there have 
been large fires. : 

Here in Berlin the heat is terrific, and the 
Emperor and Empress, to escape it, have 
gone to Urville, where they found a heavy 
rain falling.

‘Future generations will be able to judge 
the work of the deceased, whose demeanor 
inspired the enemy with respect and whose 
humane and brave conduct gave fame and 
importance to the state among civilized na- 
tions.’’ 

He was profoundly struck, he said, by the | 
proof of sincere friendship given by the peo- 
ple of the Free State, who had fulfilled their 
obligations to the Transvaal under the 
treaty. They realized that a united front 
was required, as an attack upon the inde- 
pendence of the Transvaal meant a threat 
against the Free State. He had implicit 
confidence in the future of the Afrikander 
nation. 

He was pleased to say that the relations 
of the Transvaal with the foreign states, 
with the exception of Great Britain, were 


} good. 


After referring to the peace proposals of 
the Presidents of both republics to Lord 
Salisbury President Kruger said: 

“We have proved by legislation and our 
dealings with Great Britain last year that 
it was our desire to preserve peace, and now 
that war has broken out we will do everv- 
thing to restore peace.” 

President Kruger also said he was pleased 

to see that the sympathy of the world was 
on their side in the war.

POLICY OF JAMAICA OUTLINED. 


Elected Members of the Legislative 
Council Agree on Line of Fight 
Against Crown Appointments. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, May 1.—-[Corre- 
spondence.}—The latest development in the 
political deadlock here is the meeting of the 
elected members of the Legislative Coun- 
cil, which-took place on April 23. At this 
meeting of the people's representatives a 
definite policy and line of conduct was de- 
cided upon. They agreed: 

1. To adhere to their resolve to take no 
part in the deliberations of the Legislative 
Council until four extra nominated members 
are withdrawn. ; 

2. To send a delegation t&,England to fight 
the battle of political freedom for Jamaica 
in the House of Commons. 

3. In the event of failure to offer them- 
selves as candidates at the next’ general 
election, and, if returned, to persist tn the 
policy they have adopted—t. e.: To refuse to 
take part In the work of the Legislative 
Council and thus force Mr. Chamberlain's 
hand. In other words, to compel him either 
to carry out his threat to restore. crown 
government pure and simple or to withdraw 
the obnoxious four members from the Leg- 
islative Council and restore the status quo 
ante.

‘**He may have recognized that the nature 
of the country and facility with which the 
commandos melt away when the net is being 
drawn around. them make the efforts to 
entrap them at once costly and inconclusive, 

“From Ladysmith we hear the country 
in the direction of Van Reenen’s Pass is 
found clear of Boers. This may, perhaps, 
indicate that, in view of our steady advance 
into the Free State, the Drakensberg passes 
no longer offer the Boers an alluring line of 
retreat, and they probably prefer to make 
they way by Laing’s Nek direct into the 
Transvaal when the pressure begins to be 
applied from Ladysmith. ; 

“There is now aff improved prospect for 
the relief of Mafeking within the period 
mentioned by Lord Roberts. The Boers 
have been compelled, by well combined 
movements, to abandon strong positions at 
Fourteen Streams, where the British camp 
is now being formed, and from that bas 
there can be no doubt a strong effort will 
shortly be made to terminate the long 


siege.

MAFEKING (Wednesday, April 25)—The 
situation here is one of extreme gravity, as 
the quality of food supplied the garrison is 
below the standard required to support the 
strength of men already weakened by sick- 
ness. Heavy rains have caused an increase 
in the cases of fever and dysentery, while 
the cases of enteric fever and typhoid ma- 
Jaria are numerous. The physical condition * 
of the garrison is aggravated by the un- 
healthy state of the veldt and the difficulty 
in keeping the trenches in a sanitary condi- 
tion. 

The natives report that the samie causes 
started the typhoid in the Boer camp. 

While the garrison will be able to hold out 
beyond May 18 the prospect is distinctly 
disheartening, and it is impossible to ignore 
the fatal significance of Baden-Powelil’s 
reference to the women and children, upomr 
whom the brunt of the siege has already 
fallen, and this fact is indelibly impressed’ 
on the minds of the garrison By the number 
of deaths. 

The commissariat is holding a _ certain 
stock of foodstuffs in reserve, to be used 
only in the direst extremity, and in the 
meantime most rigid économy in the distri- 
bution of food is being practiced. A begin- 
ning. has been made of issuing rations of 
horse and mule flesh at intervals. The 
sending of ald from Roberts should be ex- 
pedited on every ground.

Fight Natives at Wei Hai Wel. 

SHANGHAI (Tuesday)—Telegrams from 
Weil Hai Wel state that a serious disturbance 
for some time anticipated came to a head on 
the mainland yesterday, When a party of 
natives attacked the commission which. with 
an escort, is engaged in the delimitation of 
the leased territory boundary. 

It is reported that Mayor Penrose and 
Captain Pereira were wounded. The First 
Chinese Regiment behaved well, inflicting 
considerable punishment on the rioters. The 
disturhance probably is connected with the 
taxation instituted by the British adminis- 
tration, and the position is complicated by 
the continued activity of native officials 
withig the limits of the colony.
